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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 28, line 9, 
--and- should follow "coupler". Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Su (992) 

in view of Chaput et al (606). 

As seen in figs. 1 and 3, Su teaches a lock housing 1 , 1 1 , a latch bolt 2, a dead bolt 3, 
two shafts 22, 32 between a door handle 23 and a first manually operable member 33, 
the shafts extending through an intermediate portion of the housing between the left and 
right end portions of the housing, a coupler 5 situated at the right end portion of the 
housing and having protrusions 51, 52 at its bottom and top to cooperate with a first 
projection 6 on the shaft 32, wherein door handle 23 rotation drives the coupler 5 such 
that the first protrusion 52 engages the first projection 6 on the shaft 32 to rotate the first 
manually operable member 33. Chaput et al (606) teaches a slidable coupler 34 having 
a middle portion slide slot 37, 38 to receive a retainer 35, 36, which retainer also 
engages the lock housing 32. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to provide a slide slot in the middle portion of the 
coupler 5 of Su to receive a retainer therein, in view of the teaching of Chaput et al, the 
motivation being to provide a guide for the proper movement of the coupler 5 of Su. 
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Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
modified Su reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Huang (596). 
Huang teaches a second deadbolt 32 and a second manually operable member 34 
including a shaft portion 33 between the door handle 18 and first manually operable 
member 24, the shaft 33 including a second projection 531, 541 cooperable with a 
second protrusion 425 of the coupler 40, as well as a restoring spring 428 between the 
coupler 40 and the lock housing 1 3. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a second dieadbolt, second 
manually operable member including a shaft and second projection cooperable with a 
second protrusion of the coupler, and a restoring spring with the lock of Su, in view of 
the teaching of Huang, the motivation being to provide a second deadbolt for added 
security. 

Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
